R. Prins (being inform*d by his Councel, That the Matters to be infifted on to induce your Lordſhips, either 
to Reverſe or Affirm the Judgment given for Mr. Howe, ought to ariſe only from the Record, which 1s brought 
before your Lordſhips, by the Writ of Error) had no Thoughts to have drawn up any Narrative of the Facts 
which did attend the Tryal, and other Proceedings in this Cauſe. ; : 

But having ſeen a Printed Paper handed about, as Mr. Howe's Caſe, with the Names of his Councel thereon, in which 
ſeveral Matters of Fa&t (Not in the Record) are mentioned, and miſrepreſented, Mr. Prix is thereby oblig'd to take 
notice of the Miſtakes in the ſaid Paper. 

The 2d Paragraph of the ſaid Paper faith, Thar My. Prinn, i» hopes of preventing Mr. Howe's Eleition, took all Occa- 
ſions of Aſperſing and RefletFing 6n him, Before the Free holders of the County. | 

Mr. Prizz declares, That he did not take any Occaſion to aſperſe and refle&t upon Mr. Howe out of Malice or ill Deſign 
againſt his Perſon : But whatever Words he did ſpeak of Mr. Howe, when Mr. Howe offer*d himſelf to ſtand for one of the 
Knights of the Shire for the County of Gloucefter, were ſpoken only as his Reaſons why he judg'd Mr. Howe to be a Perſon 
not fit to be one of rhe Repreſentatives for the'faid County : And this, as a Freeholder, of the ſaid County, he humbly con- 
celives, he has a Right todo. 

And Mr. Prinn doth averr, That he did not ſpeak the Words charg'd on him in the Declaration : And did offer to 
make Oath of this in Court at,tke Tryal of the Cauſe, for Mr. Howe's Satisfaction. 

And whereas, at the end of the ſame Paragraph, Mr. Prizz is charg'd with ſpeaking falſly and maliciouſly of Mr. Howe, 
n the Preſence of many of the Ele&Qors. 'Mr. Prix doth averr, That the firſt Witneſs (who was a Day Laboarer, pro- 
duced by Mr. Howe) did at the ſame time ſwear, That no body elſe was then preſent when the Words he ſwore to were ſpoken. 

And whereas it is ſaid, That the Verdi& was given upon a full and clear Evidence; and the Words ſet forth in the 
5th Paragraph are laid in Mr. Howe*s Declaration to have been ſpoken to Mr. Baghetr, Mr. Priz» does averr, That 
at the Tryal the Witneſs '*produced by Mr. Howe, did ſwear to Words ſpoken by Mr. Prim» to Mr. Baghot, whiPſt 
Mr. Litle and Mr. Cox were in Mr. Prinz's Company ; the Witneſs not being of the Company, but at a Diſtance in 
an Open Fair. And Mr. Prin, at the ſaid Tryal, did produce the ſaid Mr. Baghor, Mr. Lztle, and Mr. Cox, who did 
all of them ſwear, That they heard no ſuch Words, nor to any ſuch effect, as the ſaid Witneſs depos'd to; and beliey*d 
they ſhould have heard them had they bcen ſpoken, they ſtanding together with the ſaid Mr. Przzz, and much nearer 
to Mr. Prinz than Mr. Howe's Witneſs was when Mr. Prizn, Mr. Baghot, Mr. Litle and Mr. Cox were talking toge- 
ther : And Particularly Mr. Cox ſwore, That he took notice, That Mr. Howe's Witnefi came and Liſted to their Diſcourſe, 
which made hins the more obſer vant of what paſid;; And that zo ſuch Words were ſpokes by My. Prinn. 

Theſe Mr. Prizz doth averr, Were the only Witnefles Mr. How produc'd, and each of them depos'd to different 


Words. 


In the eighth Paragraph *tis ſaid, That the Jury were Gentlemen of unqueſtionable Credit. 

Mr. Prinz hopes that it may not be improper, (ſince the Words charg'd on him, are relating to Mr. How's EleQtion) 
we + a Notice, That Same! Eckly, Eſq; ſince Sir Sammel Eckly, was then Sheriff, and known to be a particular Favourer 
ot Mr. Howe. 

Mr. Prinz thereupon applied to the Court of Queen's Bench, to have a Jury ſtruck by the Maſter of he Office, 
who made a Rule, That the Sheriff of G/oacefter-ſbire ſhould return forty eight Perſons, out of which each Party 
was to ſtrike twelve ; which Rule Sir Samue! Eckly comply*'d with, not by returning the Names of Free-holders in 
Order as they ſtood in the Freeholders-Book, but he return'd forty eight, which he pickt hereand there, thro? the whole 
Book, twelve of whom were eminent Voters againſt Mr. Howe, and were all ſtruck out by Mr. Howe, and the remaining 
thirty ſix were as eminent Voters for Mr. Howe, whereby Mr. Prinn's Power of ſtriking out twelve was render'd in- 
effeCtual ; and tho? Mr. Prinz at that time complained of the Artifice, yet could he obtain no Alteration of the Return of 
rhe Sheriff. And this apear'd in the Aﬀidavit of Mr. Pri», which was read in Court upon the Motion for a new Tryal. 

Mr. Howe (in the two laſt Paragraphs of his ſaid Printed Paper) does lay a Streſs upon hishaving obtain'd theOpinton 

of the twelve Judges, That the Words are Attionable. | | 
Mr Pr:izz begs leave to give this ſhort Account of that Matter, viz, That his Counſel did move the Court of Queen's 
Bench, to have the Judgment ſtay*d. | 

But in the Exchequer Chamber, Judgment was affirm*d by Default, occaſioned by ſome Advances made towards an Ac- 
commodation of the Differences between Mr. Howe and Mr. Prinz: And ſo Judgment was affirn'd there without hearing 
one word ſaid againſt it. 

Mr. Howe, having his Judgment thus affirm*d, levies and receives four hundred fifty three Pound thereon. 

Mr. Priaz for his Relief, brings his Writ of Error before your Lordſhips to reverſe the Judgment. 

Which he doubts not but to make appear is Erroneous, and ought to be reverſed.
